HST hike raises HRM deficit by $2M 


budget The looming HST 
hike will add $2 million to 
HRM’s deficit, according to 
Mayor Peter Kelly. 

The municipality was al¬ 
ready facing a $30.4-million 
budget gap as it headed to¬ 
ward its own budget sea¬ 
son. The two-percentage- 
point HST increase an¬ 
nounced by the province in 
Tuesday’s budget moves 
that number up to $32.4 
million, according to the 
mayor. 

“(It’s) a $2-million in¬ 


creased cost to the munici¬ 
pality, which will be added 
to our already $ 30-million 
gap we are trying to re¬ 
solve,” Kelly told Metro. 

“This will add to our al¬ 
ready-challenging budget 
balance.” 

Kelly came out against 
the tax increase on Monday, 
telling Metro it would “put 
increased cost pressures on 
the municipality that (HRM) 
has not yet allocated for.” 

Municipal staff are exam¬ 
ining a number of ways to 


balance HRM’s books, in¬ 
cluding $14 million in de¬ 
partment cutbacks, a $10- 
million transit fee increase, 
and a $6-million tax hike of 
their own. Kelly has said a 
tax increase is a “last re¬ 
sort,” however. 

Kelly also said the tax 
hike adds $1 million to the 
price tag of Halifax’s new 
central library. Council vot¬ 
ed to approve a $5 5-million 
funding strategy for the fa¬ 
cility on March 30.

N.B. leaders 
vow not to hike 
HST, but Steele 
has doubts 

finances New Brunswick’s 
two main political parties 
said yesterday they have 
no intention to follow No¬ 
va Scotia’s lead with an in¬ 
crease in the harmonized 
sales tax despite massive 
deficits and a mounting 
debt. 

But Nova Scotia’s 
finance minister said he 
doubts his neighbour will 
have much choice. 

With just over five 
months until the next 
provincial election, New 
Brunswick’s Liberals and 
Conservatives both say 
maintaining low taxes is 
the best way to stimulate 
the economy. 

“The government of No¬ 
va Scotia has made a deci¬ 
sion on how they will deal 
with their fiscal situation 
and best stimulate their 
economy. New Brunswick 
has adopted a different ap¬ 
proach,” said Greg Byrne, 
New Brunswick’s finance 
minister. 

On Tuesday, Nova Scotia 
Finance Minister Graham 
Steele announced his 
province’s HST would be 
hiked to 15 per cent as of 

July 1. 

Steele said he expected 
New Brunswick would 
have to do the same thing 
or take other serious meas¬ 
ures in order to combat 
massive deficits. 

He said New Brunswick 
has a significant structural 
deficit and is adding a bil¬ 
lion dollars a year to its 
debt. 

“It’s not something that 
can continue for a long 
time. I believe that 12 
months from now the situ¬ 
ation in New Brunswick 
will be different,” Steele 
said yesterday. 

“Whoever is the govern¬ 
ment after the fall 
election, they are going to 
have to tackle the issues 
head-on just the way we 
did.” 

The New Brunswick gov¬ 
ernment is expected to run 
a deficit of $749 million 
this year, and the net debt 
is expected to grow to $9.5 
billion by 2011. 
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Donahoe halts MLA expense review 


Says recent reforms make report redundant

The man charged with re¬ 
viewing the MLA expense 
system unexpectedly quit 
yesterday, killing the 
review. 

Former speaker Art Dona¬ 
hoe said he saw no point in 
going any further after the 
NDP introduced a bill to re¬ 
form the system. He said 
that bill makes his review 
superfluous. 

“Circumstances have 
changed dramatically since 
I undertook the review in 
December and have made it 
impossible for me to finish 
it,” Donahoe wrote in a let¬ 
ter to Speaker Charlie Park¬ 
er. 

Donahoe was supposed to 
report back this July to lay 
the groundwork for a new 
expense system. But the 
highly publicized expense 
scandal forced the govem-

ment to make changes be¬ 
fore the summer. 

At the first-ever public 
meeting of the internal 
economy board last month, 
Donahoe presented his pre¬ 
liminary findings. Under in¬ 
tense public scrutiny, MLAs 
from all parties then rushed 
to pass a serious of unani¬ 
mous reforms to open up 
the system. 

Afterwards, Donahoe 
went up to board members 
and asked if he should even 


bother continuing with his 
review since they’d already 
made up their minds on 
how to change the system. 

He was asked to continue, 
but in his letter said he now 
sees no point. Many of the 
recommendations in his in¬ 
terim report have been 
adopted, though he does 
oppose the decision to have 
new expense rule changes 
approved by the legislature. 

Donahoe said he will not 
charge the province for the 
work he has done, though 
he did ask that his research 
assistant still be paid.

“It’s a pretty bitter deal 
for Nova Scotia families,” 
said Liberal finance critic 
Leo Glavine. 

“The burden of tax now is 
well planted on the $30,000 
to $82,000 group, which by 
far the vast majority of No¬ 
va Scotians fit into.” 

Glavine noted MLAs fall 
into that second-highest tax 
bracket, and said the sur¬ 
plus should have been kept. 

Finance Minister Graham 
Steele said the Liberals were 
creating an imaginary issue. 
He said the vast majority of 
surtax payments came from 
those in the top bracket, 
who are now paying more. 
According to the budget, 
the new system will bring 
in an extra $32 million.

Centre deadline delayed 

Tender submissions — and OK for provincial funding — held until July

The province’s role in Hali¬ 
fax’s proposed new trade 
and convention centre will 
hang in the balance a little 
longer. 

The tender submission 
deadline for the proposed 
1.4-million-square-foot 
convention centre on Ar- 
gyle Street has been ex¬ 
tended for another three 
months, to July 19 from 
April 19. 

The tender will outline 
the design and manage¬ 
ment strategies for the 
project. Ultimately, it will 
determine whether or not 
the province will provide 
funding for the project. 

According to Cathy 
Maclsaac, spokeswoman 
for Nova Scotia Transporta¬ 
tion and Infrastructure Re¬ 
newal, it isn’t uncommon 
for submission deadlines 
for large projects like this 
to be extended. 

“We obviously want to 
have the most complete 
and accurate submission 
possible, so when the re¬ 
quest came in (from the de¬ 
veloper) it was granted,” 
she said of the delay. 


Maclsaac also reiterated 
Nova Scotia Finance Minis¬ 
ter Graham Steele’s com¬ 
ments to Metro on not 
reading into the absence of 
funding for the facility in 
Tuesday’s budget. 

“The way the funding 
under the proposal, if it 
went forward, the idea 
would be that it would ac¬ 
tually be a series of pay¬ 
ments,” she said. 

“The first payment 
wouldn’t actually be due 


until the project was sub¬ 
stantially complete.” 

This is the second time 
the tender deadline has 
been extended. Originally, 
submissions were sup¬ 
posed to be received by the 
province in February. 

Last month, HRM Mayor 
Peter Kelly increased pres¬ 
sure on the province to 
fund one-third of the proj¬ 
ect. 

“This is one that’s a no- 
brainer,” Kelly told Metro. 


“We need to not lose fo¬ 
cus and make sure the 
place gets built.” 

The entire building is ex¬ 
pected to cost between 
$300 and $350 million, but 
that includes a private ho¬ 
tel, offices and retail space. 
Kelly said it will cost the 
three levels of government 
between $30 and $50 mil¬ 
lion, if split evenly. 

Kelly said the amount 
would be offset by the cen¬ 
tre’s economic spinoff.

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Nine charged over brawl 
in Dartmouth courthouse

fight Nine people charged 
in relation to a brawl in¬ 
side the Dartmouth court¬ 
house last month will be 
returning to the scene of 
the crime. 

Halifax Regional Police 
have charged nine people 
— seven men and two 
women — in relation to 
the incident on March 19. 
The accused, ranging in 
age from 18 to 52, will face 
the charges either on May 
5 or May 11. 

Eight of the nine are 
charged with assault and 
causing a disturbance. One 
is charged with causing 
and disturbance and 
breach of conditions. 

No names have been re¬ 
leased, but police say those 
involved are from North 
Preston and Westphal. 

According to police 
spokeswoman Theresa 
Rath, eight of the nine peo¬ 
ple charged turned them¬ 
selves into police last week. 

“We actually were liais¬ 
ing with them as a result 
of our investigation and 
they agreed to turn them¬ 
selves in,” she said. 


“It was a verbal 
exchange after a 
sentencing hearing. 
And that led to an 
assault.”

“We made arrangements 
to pick (the ninth) up else¬ 
where.” 

Rath added all nine have 
been released pending trial. 

The fight broke out 
shortly after Tyrell Ramone 
Beals, of North Preston, 
was given a four-month 
sentence for weapons of¬ 
fences, including pointing 
a gun at someone. 

“It was a verbal ex¬ 
change that began after a 
sentence hearing,” Rath 
said. “And that led to an as¬ 
sault and the subsequent 
disturbance.” 

While more people were 
involved in the distur¬ 
bance, the video evidence 
and an investigation deter¬ 
mined nine were in viola¬ 
tion of the law, Rath al¬ 
leged. A few people re¬ 
ceived minor injuries in 
the brawl, but no one was 
taken to hospital.

Smoking out 
the doomed 

Test spots smokers who'll die 


Smoking kills. But just 
who will die? 

A new screening tech¬ 
nique can predict about 
three-quarters of the smok¬ 
ers who will develop lethal 
lung cancers, say authors 
of a groundbreaking study. 

What’s more, the bio¬ 
chemical signatures cap¬ 
tured by the 
screen in most 
cancer-prone 
smokers could 
be blocked by a 
new drug that 
could prevent 
the disease 
from progress¬ 
ing, according 
to the study released yes¬ 
terday. 

“The idea that you can 
detect ... those smokers 
that are at highest risk to 
develop lung cancer, either 
at an early stage or before 
it actually occurs, is going 
to have an enormous, im¬ 
mediate impact,” said Dr. 
Avrum Spira, the senior 
study author.

The screen uses cells 
swabbed from a smoker’s 
windpipe. 

For most people who 
have or are likely to devel¬ 
op lung cancer, the cells re¬ 
veal a telltale genetic 
mechanism that does not 
exist in smokers who will 
not get cancer. 

The genetic 
pathway, set in 
motion by some¬ 
thing in the toxic 
tobacco miasma, 
can be detected at 
cancer’s earliest 
stage, or even be¬ 
fore it exists. 

The technique 
should be in clinics within 
the next 12 months, says 
Spira of Boston Medical 
Centre. “An early detection 
tool is really ready for 
prime time,” he said. 

Canadian Institutes of 
Health Research scientist 
David Danlcort said the po¬ 
tential of the new screen 
could be “huge.”

Hope down to a ‘sliver' 

Rescuers acknowledge odds are against missing West Virginia miners 


Anxious family members 
clung to what the West 
Virginia governor called 
a “sliver of hope” yester¬ 
day as rescuers drilled in¬ 
to the coal mine where 
25 people died in an ex¬ 
plosion, hoping to vent 
enough poisonous gas to 
safely get inside and 
look for possible 
survivors. 

Crews had drilled one 
hole and were working on 
two more to release 
enough methane gas so 
searchers could enter the 
Upper Big Branch mine to 
look for four people still 
missing in the worst U.S. 
mining accident in more 


than two decades. 

Federal officials started 
testing the air yesterday 
afternoon to see if it was 
safe, said Mike Snelling, a 
vice-president for Massey 
Energy Co., which owns 
the mine. 

The disaster has brought 
new scrutiny for Massey, 
which has been repeatedly 
cited for problems with 
the system that ventilates 
highly combustible 

methane gas. The federal 
Mine Safety and Health 
Administration yesterday 
appointed a special team 
of investigators to look in¬ 
to the blast, which offi¬ 
cials said may have been

brazil Flooding and mud¬ 
slides from the heaviest del¬ 
uge ever recorded in Rio 
killed at least 100 people 
and left many more home¬ 
less, officials said yesterday 
as the rains finally began to 
ease. A minimum 2,000 
people were forced from 
their homes by punishing 
rain that filled streets with 
raging torrents and ground 
Brazil’s second-biggest city 
to a halt the previous day.

pared to less than five per 
cent in smaller towns). 

Will we be ready? While 
progress has undeniably 
been made, research shows 
overt and systemic discrim¬ 
ination persists across sec¬ 
tors. The barriers are com¬ 
plex. There is the Catch 22 
of no Canadian work expe¬ 
rience, no job — no job, no 
Canadian work experience. 
Undervaluing foreign cre¬ 
dentials, challenges navi¬ 
gating informal job mar¬ 
kets, and complex cultural 
differences are all barriers 
to full employment. 

The underfunding and 
fragmentation of services 
for immigrants remains a 
problem and impedes the 
matching of skilled work¬ 
ers to employers. 


A recent study in Peel re¬ 
gion, west of Toronto, re¬ 
vealed that only 40 per 
cent of immigrants sur¬ 
veyed were satisfied with 
services they received. This 
fell to 25 per cent among 
immigrants with a univer¬ 
sity education, suggesting 
the current models and 
one-size-fits-all approach to 
language training and job 
supports are not meeting 
their needs or expecta¬ 
tions. 

And racism remains the 
problem that dares not 
speak its name. A particu¬ 
larly damning study by 
Oreopoulous showed that 
resumes from English- 
named applicants with 
Canadian credentials were 
three times more likely to 
receive interviews than ap¬ 
plicants with Chinese, Indi¬ 
an or Pakistani names and 
foreign credentials. 

The Peel study revealed 
more than 40 per cent of 
visible minority immi¬ 


grants were likely to per¬ 
ceive discrimination by 
employers compared to 
22.8 per cent of white im¬ 
migrants. 

What to do? There are no 
easy solutions to complex 
problems. An integrated 
approach is needed to ad¬ 
dress barriers at all levels. 
Better pre-immigration 
counselling, credential 
recognition and bridging 
programs, one-stop shop¬ 
ping for support, special¬ 
ized services and training 
for more highly educated, 
more access to internships 
and mentoring are all im¬ 
portant. 

Most of all, more work 
needs to be done within or¬ 
ganizations across sectors 
— government, education 
and business — to create 
more welcoming, fair and 
inclusive environments.

Harsh words for Tiger 


On the day Tiger Woods 
arrived at the Masters, he 
changed out of his spikes 
after playing nine holes, 
walked across the parking 
lot and went upstairs to 
the office of Augusta 
National chairman Billy 
Payne. 

Payne would not discuss 
details of their Sunday af¬ 
ternoon meeting. 

Based on his blunt criti¬ 
cism of Woods during his 
annual press conference 
yesterday, they probably 
weren’t talking about how 
Woods was hitting the ball 
or his chances of winning a 
fifth green jacket. 

“It is simply not the de¬ 
gree of his conduct that is 
so egregious here,” Payne 
said. “It is the fact that he 
disappointed all of us, and 
more importantly, our kids 
and our grandkids. 

“Our hero did not live up 
to the expectations of the 
role model we saw for our 
children.” 

They were the strongest 
words from a Masters chair¬ 
man since Hootie Johnson’s 
famous “point of a bayo¬ 
net” reply to Martha Burk 
in the summer of 2002 
when he defended the 
club’s right to an all-male 
membership.

TV show tackles life for locals post-hurricane Katrina

The name David Mills kept 
coming up in a 
conversation last week 
about Treme, HBO’s zesty 
new drama set in post-Kat¬ 
rina New Orleans. 

It’s no wonder he was on 
the minds of Treme co-cre¬ 
ators David Simon and Eric 
Overmyer as they talked 
about the new show. 

Only two days earlier, 
Mills — their longtime 
comrade, an acclaimed 
writer and the show’s co¬ 
executive producer — died 
unexpectedly, while film¬ 
ing in New Orleans. 

The 10-episode first sea¬ 
son has almost wrapped, 
said Simon, but already he 
was thinking of seasons 
that might lie ahead, and 
already missing Mills. 

“There will be things 
that we do not think of, 
things that we do not 
achieve, because he’s not 
there,” Simon said. The 
mood wasn’t maudlin or 
bitter. In some ways, it re¬ 
flected the hearty defiance 
of Treme (a city neighbour¬ 
hood pronounced ‘truh- 
May’), whose wide range of 
everyday folk are dealing 
with incalculable losses, 


and won’t submit. 

It’s the latest project 
from Simon, hailed for 
HBO’s Generation Kill, The 
Corner and The Wire. But 
Treme varies from those 
others with its sense of 
hope and rich accessibility. 

“New Orleans culture is 
participatory,” Overmyer 
said. “You jump into the 
parade when it comes by. 
We’re hoping the show is 
the same, that you’ll just 


jump in and go for the ride 
now, sort it out later.” 

The show begins in fall 
2005, three months after 
Hurricane Katrina and the 
preventable engineering 
failure that caused flood¬ 
ing in some 80 per cent of 
the city, leaving destruc¬ 
tion, death and thousands 
displaced people. 

And yet, from the first 
moments of Treme, the 
music is playing, a neigh¬ 


bourhood restaurant has 
reopened and displaced 
residents are trying to re¬ 
build, despite the institu¬ 
tions that betray them. 

Among the panoply of 
characters are trombonist 
Antoine Batiste (Wendell 
Pierce, The Wire), restau¬ 
rant owner-chef Janette 
Desautel (Kim Dickens, 
Deadwood), and Tulane 
professor Creighton Bur¬ 
nette (John Goodman), a 
high-decibel critic of the 
response to the disaster. 

“In some ways, the show 
begins warmly,” Simon 
said. “But there are mo¬ 
ments where these people 
have to address the reality 
of living in New Orleans. 
There’s a lot of glorious 
magic, but there’s a lot 
that’s (screwed) up.” 

“While we can say an 
awful lot about New Or¬ 
leans, we must first have a 
story about people in a sit¬ 
uation that is both inter¬ 
esting and says something 
about the human condi¬ 
tion, ” said Overmyer. 

Treme premiers Sunday 
at 10 p.m. EDT.

to sell it and for the world to 
see it.” 

For over 17 years, Abrams 
kept the painting in storage 
in a New Jersey warehouse.

The fantastical paint¬ 
ing, which also features the 
fairy character Tinlcerbell 
hovering in the back¬ 
ground, is now hanging in¬ 
side Abrams’ home in Kings 
Point, N.Y. 

It was originally sold to 
Saeki for $2.1 million in 
1990. Abrams said the paint¬ 
ing was appraised by Belgo 
Fine Art Appraisal and 
Restoration at $5.3 million 
in 2000, but he believes it is 
worth more now. Abrams

PREP TIME: 20 MINUTES 
COOK TIME: 45 MINUTES 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 pork tenderloin 
1 bunch cilantro 

1 large red onion 

5 cloves garlic 

6 tomatillos 

3 large anaheim peppers 

4 jalapeno peppers 
Dash lime juice 

Vi cup rice 

2 1/2 cup chicken broth 
1/2 teaspoon cumin seeds 
1/2 teaspoon ground 
cumin 

1 teaspoon black pepper 
1 can black beans (option¬ 
al) 

METHOD: 

1. Slice the pork 
tenderloin and saute in a 
large pot until cooked. 

2. Meanwhile, roast the 
peppers and tomatillos on 
the top shelf in a 400° 
oven. 

3. Pulse the tomatillos in a 
food processor. 

4. Remove the pork 
tenderloin pieces from the 


pot and add the onions, 
garlic and dry ingredients 
and saute. 

5. Toss the roasted 
peppers, garlic and 
cilantro in food processor 
with the tomatillos, and 
pulse again. 

6. Once the onions are 
brown, add the meat back 
in the pot. 

7. Add green mixture from 
food processor to the pot, 
and add rice and chicken 
broth. Add black beans if 
desired. 

8. Simmer 45 minutes. If 
you have more time, slow 
cook for hours to marry 
all the flavours.
